encouragements.  I  also  enclose  two  of  the  leaflets  I  made  later.  The 
signatures  that  arrived  are  partly  worth  of  appreciation,  e.g.  that  of 
a  gipsy  v.'ho  signed  in  the  najiie  of  his  people.  I  hope  for  your  signatures 
too,  but  this  ought  to  be  just  the  start  of  co-operation  for  the  most 
important  cause.  Cf  course,  I  would  gladly  send  you  this  book.
